The Germans have lost no ship of this 
elags, but the superdreadnaught Goeben, turned over 
to Turkey, was put out of commission by the Rus- 
sians, and, so far as we know, is not yet back in 
service. Next the British lost the Bulwark, a pre 
dreadnaught, probably by internal explosion, and now 
the old battleship Formidable by mine or submarine. 

When we get to the lighter types, however, the 
balance changes considerably. While the British 
have lost five armored cruisers to the Germans’ four, 
the latter included the new ships Gneisenau and 
Scharnhorst, better units than any lost in this class 
by the British, The Germans have aleo lost six 
protected cruisers, the British two, and the British 


fle light cruisers, the Germans three. 


As to the types that are most active of all, the 
enterprising offensive of the Germans has resulted in 


a balance against them in spite of the disadvantage 


the British labor under in being compelled to patrol 


and keep the open sea in all weathers. The Germans 


have lost ten destroyers and the British three, the 


Germans four submarines and the British three. 


These figures probably are incomplete, but they 
are based on official statements and verified press re- 


porta. ad 
The British have gained their successes almost en- 


_ tirely by gun fire, the Germans by mines and sub- 


marines. The results thus far do not indicate that 
the effectiveness of the latter type is as yet at all in 
proportion to the effect on the imagination of lay- 
men, Although employed under tLe most favorable 


conditions in this war, ite distinctiveness has fallen 


far short of the claims of enthusiasts, and the pri- 
macy of the battleship is still to be shaken.

It is not surprising to learn from a Chicago ede- 


position to employ children between the agés of 14 
and 16, first, because the standard of efficiency has 
been steadily revised upward, and in the second place 
by reason of the growth of a public sentiment against 
the employment of children of tender years in what 
are called blind alley occupations. Such émploy- 
ment is bad for the children, bad for industry, and 
bad for society in every way. 

Such facts as these lend special significance to the 
action that has been taken by ihe subcommittee on 
industrial education of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce. In conjunction with the board of educa- 
tion and the public library it has arranged for the 
distribation of pamphlets setting forth the need of 
serious thought on the choice of occupation and 
tecommending books that describe the various occp- 
pations, opportunities, preparations, as well as the 
pay and working conditions, in the available occu- 
pations. The distribution of the pamphlets is to be 
followed by practical talks and lectures to the chil- 
dren of the upper grades. ES Pe 

The aim of this work is threefold—to stimulate 
the vocational motive. to develop in the school chil- 
dren a more purposeful and vital attitude toward 
their general studies, and, finally, to help and direct 
those who are obliged to quit school at 14 to reason- 
ably remunerative and promising occupations. 
All this is 80 useful and so admirable that to state 
it is to elicit instant approval on the part of all 
those who have either education, industrial éffiiciency, 
or child welfare at heart. We are certain to do 
more and more for vocational training, for trade 
schools, and for continuation schools. But the value 
of what we do will be greatly enhanced by the mental 
and moral attitude thereto of the children and thelr 
parents. To create facilities ie much; to create a 
sentiment in favor of the utilisation of the facilities 
is more. Too many parents share with their chil- 
dren the indifference to the vocational motive or the 
vocational point of view. Too many parents think 
of the immediate small earnings of the children and 
too little of the outlook; of the end of the “ alley.” 
Would it not be a good idea to distribute suitable 
literature among the parents also, and to invite them 
to attend the inspirational and instructive lectures 
planned by the Association of Commerce? It is well 
to “ catch them young,” but the old are not hopeless 
and should not be left in the outer darkness.

‘WEARING GLASSES BY YOUNG PHOPLE. 


{From the Journal of the American Medical Association. |

people more cautious to aveid strain, and does 
not by any means imply that it is necessary for 
euch children to de near-sighted. The cause of 
thie strain in the young child is astigmatiom. 
There are other contributing causes, such as a 
too short eyeball, poor general health, which 
makes the tissues weaker and less resistant, and 
also the disposition of the child, some children 
preferring to sit and read ali day rather than 60 
dut and exerdise in the open air. All these qties- 
tions must receive proper attention, if near- 
sightedheds ia to be prevented; but that astigma- 
tism fe the principal cause is Well known. This 
word is becoming father familiar, and yet ite 
meaning ie constantly misunderstood. Many 
people suppose that astigmatism means a differ, 
‘ence in the two eyes, which is entirely wrong. It 
is an irregularity of the front part of the eye, 
where the curves should be symmetrical but are 
not. This irregularity or inequality of the curves 
makes objecte appear blurred. Certain lines in 
the objects locked at seem fairly distinct, while 
éertain others are blurred, and this causes the 
eye to make strong muscular efforts to overcome 
the blur and get à pérfectiy clear image. . 
The strain brought about to correct the astig- 
matic image leads to stiffness and cramps of the 
muscles, with headaches, and in severe cases to
